And he 
announced the derisions after he had worked 
over the plans in a three-hour session with 
the .National .Securily Council. 
Word Blockade Unspoken 


Nixon never used the word blockade, but 
he said Hanoi must be denied weapnns and 
supplies of war. 


Nixon said (hat all .Americans would be 
withdrawn within four months from South Viet­ 
nam. and the mining of North Vietnamese sea 
approaches halted at once, if two conditions 
are m et: 
1. All U.S. prisoners of war are return­ 
ed. 
2. An internationally supervised cea se-fire 
is instituted. 
Nixon 
said 
nations 
shipping 
supplies 
to 
.North Vietnam have been notified they have 
three days to g et their ships out, presumably 
from the port of Haiphong . 
He said any ships entering .North 
Viet­ 
namese waters after that will do 
at their 
own risk. 
With that, ho disclosed the steps taken 
to sea l off North Vietnamese ports, actions 
that 
recalled the naval quarantine of Cuba 
during the crisis over Soviet m issiles a decade 
ag o. 
‘Really .No Choice At All’ 
Nixon prefaced his announcement by sa ying 
there 
appeared 
to 
be 
only 
three 
available 
courses of action: to withdraw U.vS. forces im ­ 
m ediately, to simply continue neg otiations, or 
to take decisive military action. Bui he said 
g iven 
the 
certain 
impact 
of the 
first 
t w o 
courses, there "is really no choice at a ll.” 
.Nixon said the Comiminist o f f e n s i \ e 
launched live weeks ag o was made possible 
by tanks, artillery and other weapons supplied 
by the Soviet Union and other Communist na­ 
tions. 
The President said the administration’s ir 
itial response w^as to undertake "wide rang ing 
new peace efforts.” but that Hanoi responded 
only with bombast and "a replaying uf their 
demands for surrender.” 
Soothing Words For Moscow 
Nixon, who is scheduled to g o to .Mo.'cow 
May 22. said the United States and th<’ Soviet 
Union are “ on the threshold of a new rela ­ 
tionship.” He said he wanted that to continue, 
but 
that 
the 
Russians 
will 
be 
respm sible 
if the policy fails. 
He made no mention in his speech of the 
•Moscow 
meeting 
but 
White 
House 
sources 
tnroug h the day had insisted that 
plan.s tor 
it were g oing forw'ard on schedule. 
On May 2, .Nixon said, Henry Kissing er, 
his 
national 
security 
affairs 
a dviser, 
met 
privately with Ue Due Tho, a member of the 
party leadership in Hanoi. 
But he said the 
North Vietnamese were unyielding , in private 
as well as in later public sessions. 
Nixcn said the refusal of terms he ta iled 
"the maximum any President . . . could ( ffor” 
left him no choice but to take the military 
steps he announced. 
60,000 Troops In S. Vietnam 
He 
referred 
repeatedly 
to 
the 
60.000 
American troops still in South Vietnam, sa ying 
that inaction in the fa ce of the Communist 
offensive would jeopardize their lives. 
There are only two issues left, he said. 
"Do we stand by, jeopardize the lives nf 
60,000 Americans and 
leave tile South 
\'u ’- 
na mese to a long nig ht of terror’’” Ho ask­ 
ed.

Saig on t/T — U.S. Navy planes on Tuesday 
beg an ca rrying out President Nixon’s order 
to mine the en'trances to North Vietna m ’s ports, 
and the U.S. Command said they shot down

Seventh Since Saturday 
The North Vietna mese MIG reported down­ 
ed was the seventh enemy jet claim ed

American pilots since Saturday. Three MIGs 
were reported shot down Monday when U.S. 
planes returned to 
the Hanoi area for the 
first tim e in three weeks to attack ta rg ets 
the U.S. Command sa id “ are helping to support 
the Communist inva sion” of South Vietnam. 
All American planes were said to have 
returned sa fely from the raids around the North 


Vietnamese ca pita l, but Radio Hanoi claimed 
two 
American planes were downed 
west

Hanoi. 
The U.S. Command sa id, air strikes con­ 
tinued Tuesday ag ainst North Vietnamese sup­ 
ply lines, railrods and hig hways. But in South

another, increasing the threat to Kontum. 
Field reports said North Vietnamese over­ 
ran 
the Polei Kleng base 14

10 Tanks Lead .Assault 
A g round 
assault led

about 10 tanks

Field reports said the defenders 
knocked out four tanks, but North Vietna mese

One of the top stone.s of late last week dealt with the 
p ossibility of landing additional troop s in Vietnam to stem 
the offensiv e of th(' N’<» rth V'ielnamese. As this article was 
being written, no rejx irts had been made in reg ards to a 
Monday meeting of the National Security Council 
It has been sp eiulated that this meeting would shed some 
lig ht on coming ev ents in Vietnam from the l.S . p oint of 
v iew. Surely , the situation in that unfortunate country is not 
at the moment what the Nix on administration had hop ed for. 
The South Vietnam g uv ornment under President Ng uy en 
V’an Thieu has not d(Miionsirated in the p resent conflict the 
kind of military org anization and p ublic sup jKirt that the U.S. 
believ ed it had achiev ed. Tiie Thieu troojis hav e, in some 
casc.s, aetcd in a most unmilitary fashion and shown little 
loy alty to the g ov ernment. 
★ 
Thus, in on(' way or another. Vietnam eontinues to be 
an albatross hang ing tig htly to the Nix on adminustration. One 
answer to the situation has been the renewed bombing of 
the area around Hanoi, the first such action since last Ap ril 
36. 
Should Nix on find it essential to p ut more American combiit 
troop s in Vietnam, he would op en up the g reatest p olitical 
breach that the country has p robably (wcr seen. And this 
situation here at home is as integ ral a p art of the Asian affair 
as arc any of the international consideration involved. 
The introduelion of more combat tniop s from this country 
could easily he the one thing that would bring Nix on down 
to defeat in Nov ember. This Is p <» ssihle ev en If the eonlliet 
there v^ould be ended in Nox cmber by military action on 
our p art. 
Nix cn must face the reality that many Ameriean.s, rig htly 
or wrong ly , do not sup jwrt our p osition in Vietnam and their 
numbers are g rowing . Their number g row with ev ery escalation 
of the fig hting tliere, reg ardless of which side is resp onsible 
for the escalation. 
★ 
This could end up a war that we lose, not for any military 
reasons, but strictly for p olitical reasons. Certainly , there i.s 
a p oint at which IVix on would hav e to face the ques'tion of 
a vicUiry in Vietnam or a v ictory on the home front. 
We would g uess that he is v ery close to that question 
at this moment, althoug h the military .situation in Vietnam 
still remains fluid. The .North Vietnamese hav e made far more 
p rog ress than the ex p erts thoug ht they would but they still 
hav e not won any decisiv e victory . 
Perhap s the ex p erts will .still p rov e to be rig ht, that South 
Vietnam can hold its own with a minimum of U.S. sup |>ort. 
If they are wrong , howev er, the question of v ictory in .Asia 
or v ictory at home will be on the front burner in the Nix on 
inner circle. 
Wc seriously doubt that Vietnam is worth the p rice that 
mig ht he ex acted for it under any and all eireiimstanees. 
From the p oint of view of g ood foreig n p olicy , wc still believ e 
that Vietnam was the thing to do and that our p osition there 
is p rop er, but a foreig n p olicy based in lag g ing home sup p ort 
is one that cannot be sustained to the end. 


★ 
The rep ercussions of a loss iii Vietnam are something to 
contemp late, also, but they would not likely be as long -la.sting 
or sev ere as those of an endless strug g le. Political conserv ativ es 
mig ht well turn on Nix on with a v eng eance if he failed to 
bring Vietnam to a successful conclusion but the nation itself 
would p robably not suffer any fatal wounds. 
It would mean a major rev amp ing of our foreig n p olicy 
but that, also, could be done. This mig ht well hav e to be 
within the near future, in any event. 
Win or lose, Vietnam has been hig hly controv ersial and 
unp op ular with larg e numbers of p eop le. One doubts that any 
p resident of the country would sav or g etting into another such 
ep isode any where in the world. 
In such a case, what would be our reaction to a (.‘ommunist 
mov e militarily ag ainst a country we consider an ally ? Thai 
is one bridg e we oug ht to cross before we g et to it because 
it is too late to form major i>olicy when y ou are faced with 
an emerg ency .

Christop her 
Ly don of the New York Times 
has concluded, in a study of the 
matter, that there are as many 
differences as similarities in 
the two men — with a larg e 
question mark remaining as to 
wiU'thc'i’ they will both wind up 
in history ’s dustbin. 
Ly don found that .McGovern, 
like Goldwater eig ht y ears ag o. 
was a reformer who stood low 
in p ublic op inion p olls but who 
successfully 
org anized 
what 
ap p eared 
to

zealous 
minority into a deleg ate force 
that carried him to ;i major 
p arty nomination. On tiie other 
hand, unlike 
G o l d w a t e r , 
McGovern is running well and

p roach. where Goldwater was 
ideolog ical.

He also has 
some 150,000 baby seecflings, 
and some 700 sterile bottles 
containing

seedlings. Mechanical gadgets 
regulate sun, ventilation and 
watering. 
“ Thailand is my best source 
for seeds,” he said, “ but 1 also 
get some from Japan and South 
.America. It takes years to 
produce a full-grown blooming 
plant from seed. 
“ Orchids should be treated 
like humans, which means give 
them food and drink regularly 
and a temperate place to live. I 
water then daily, feed them a 


balanced 
chemical 
fertilizer 
once a week, 
and 
provide 
medical care in the form of a 
fungicide to prevent rot every 
two or throe weeks.” 
How do they pay off? “ I sell 
plants, but I also rent them to 
restaurants 
and 
private 
in­ 
dividuals. I also board orchids. 
People who go on trips bring 
me their orchid.s to tend when 
they’re away. 


“ You’ve got to love 
this 
business to stay in it. I’m up at 
two every morning to water the 
orchids and make sure the 
equipment i.s wcrking. Then 1 
go bac'k to l)cd and am up 
again at six or seven. It’s hard 
work but I ’m hocked. I don’t i

T e m p e r a t u r e s at twd 
separate elevator heads shot up 
to 125 degrees. Oxygen masks 
and back packs worn by the 
rescue teams were too hot to 
touch barehanded. 
There was serious doubt that 
the men trapped almost a mile 
deep for six days had any 
chance of survival. 
Mine officials said Monday 
there was a “ 50-5U chance” 


some of the missing men could 
have been trapped within aux- 
illiary 
elevators. 
One 
such 
elevator can carry up to 48 
men. the other about 10 men. 
Elibert Osborn, director of the 
U.S. Bureau of Mines, said if 
the men were in the elevators
